F Moſt humbly offered the Honourable

For Paſſing the BILL For Prohibiting the Diſtilling of 
Brandy from Malt or Corn, In bebalf of the Poor of this 

Nation, that they may have Bread to Eat and Beer to Drink. | 


HE Diſtilling of Malt 1s too evident a Cauſe of its Dearnefs in 
Price, and the bad Coriſequence thereof to the Poor , eſpecially 
in the Northern Parts. 


II. The Bad Seed time and Floods we have had, is a Precauri- 
on ſufficient to take ſuch meaſures as may prevent the unneceſſary Confumpti- 
on thereof, in Making a Liquor wholly unprofitable for the Nation. 


III. That although much Barley is bad this ycar inſeveralof our Eaſtern Coun- 
ties, yet the Malſters, it they pleaſe, may make it fit for Beer , as they know 
well, if it were for their advantage. 


IV. The Loſs in Alteration of ſome few Diſtilling Houſes to Work other 
Goods, will be bur little, *tis their profic by Malt, makes them unwilling: 


V. The Diſtillers will not want Commodities to Work on ; as they have 
Moloſſes, Cider, Sugar, Rice, Fruit, Bad Wine, and Lees, and other Goods, the Pro- 
ducts of our Plantations and Returns of our Woollen and other of our Mauufa- 
Etures and the Fiſhery of England, ſent into Foreign Parts, which pays the King 
great Cuſtoms ; and will then allo pay a great Exciſe , to the great Increaſe of * 
the Reyenue and of Trade. : 


VI. The Dear Price of Malt is very prejudicial to the Navigation and Fiſhery 
of England in General. 

VIE. The Prohibiting the Diſtilling of Malt is co ways a hindrance of 7illage, 
for the worſt and muſtieſt Malt, that will not make Beer , will make Vinegar fir 
for the Dyers UVſe,and will pay a far greater Duty then Malt Diſtilled; and the Dy- 
ers, who are prevented from uſing Vinegar, to make ſeveral Colours hold, as well 
as thoſe dyed now 1n Holland, by the dear price, may then have Muſty Vinegar 
cheaper, and uſe it to the Incouragement of our Manufactory. 


VIIL Ic may be j reſumed ar leaſt Three fourths of the Vinegar now uſed , 1s 
made trom Malt, the Duty paid the King for the ſame 15 much more than that 
on Low Wines or Brandy trom Malt, conſequently that Duty will be much ad- 
vanced ; fo the Argument, That the Prohibiting the Diſtilling from Malt, will leſſen 
Tillage, 1s ( with ſubmiſſion) onely offered as an amuzement to this Honourable 
Houſe by a few Self-intereſted men. 


IX. It may be computed that Eighteen or Twenty Quarters of Malt is uſed 

for One Tun of Brandy , which pays the King about 54 s. or Three Pounds; 
whereas the ſaid Quantity makes about 120 to 140 Barrcls of good Table Beer, 
and half that Quantity of Strong Beer ; each Quarter of which brewed , pays 
Exciſe Fifreen Shillings , which 1s five times as much ; ſo that the adyantave to 
the King and Nation 1s evident : Beer and Bread being for the Preſervation of 
Litc and Health, and Malt Brandy Deſtructive to the Poor both in Body and Purſe. 


 _ X. The Diſtillers being conſcious of the Neceſſity of Paſling this BILL, are 

. now Working as much as poſlible on Male , whereby it may be reaſonably 
teared , that it this BILL be delaved, they may wet ſo much Malc, as may 
partly ptevent the Effect of it,
